At  a  meeting  held  here  in  this  place  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
to  petition  you  to  furnish  us  with  "A  Public  School  Teacher.” 

In  justification  of  such  a  petition  we  would  say  that  we  are 
at  the  present  the  third  town  in  size  and  population  within  the 
District  of  Alaska  and  before  another  year  has  passed  we  will  be 
the  Metropolis  of  the  District. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  white  children  here  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  tine  and  the  number  of  "Indian"  children  is  large.  We  feel 
that  the  field  for  public  education  is  a  very  good  one. 

To  show  how  earnest  we  are  in  this  matter  we  cannot  do  better 
than  to  tell  you  what  has  already  been  done  by  us  in  this  matter-- 
A  general  "Mass  Meeting"  for  "School  purposes"  was  held  at 
which  all  the  "White  Ladies"  of  the  town  were  elected  as  "School 
Directors"  and  the  Committee  to  draft  this  petition  was  appoint ed.- 
The  Ladies  immediately  organized  and  determined  to  give  an 
entertainment  for  the  benefit  of  the  "School  Fund"  this  they  did. 
Then  the  "Native  Women"  not  to  be  outdone  also  determined  to  give 
an  entertainment  for  the  same  purpose.  This  was  also  done  with 
the  result  that  over  eleven  hundred  dollars  (§1100)  was  netter  for 
"School  Pupposes." 

This  is  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  school  for 


the  next  three  months  ana  erecting  a  scnoul  house. 


School  commences  to-day  with  a  volunteer  lady  teacher  in 
charge.  She  has  never  had  any  experience  but  it  is  the  best  we 


can  do 


We  are  in  earnest  in  this  matter  and  will  do  everything  that 
we  possibly  can  but  we  must  have  the  assistance  of  the  government 
in  supplying  trained  instructors. 


Y/e  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  feel  that  where  ovd 


six  hundred  of  us  are  banded  together  for  the  purpose  of  further¬ 


ing  that  greatest  of  all  our  institutions  namely  "Our  public  Scho dk 
that  our  petitions  should  not  only  be  he ar d  but  needed. 

We  will  guarantee  you  that  a  suitable  building  will  be  erect¬ 
ed  for  school  purposes  in  plenty  of  time  for  school  to  commence 

this  fall  and  we  hope  that  you  can  guarantee  us  that  a  teacher  will 

be  here  to  take  charge  of  the  same  when  it  is  erected. — 

There  are  ample  accommodations  here  for  "Boarding  and  Lodging?’ 

and  will  cost  from  $40.00  to  $60.00  per  month  so  that  you  can  ar¬ 

range  your  salary  in  accordance  therewith. 

By  heeding  and  granting  this  petition  you  will  have  placed 
this  entire  district  under  the  greatest  of  obligations  to  you.

I  believe  some  of  the  Lapps  at  present  in  Alaska  can  bo 
persuaded  to  renew  their  contracts  for  a  couple  of  years,  if  they 
are  sufficiently  and  properly  urged. 

With  respect  to  the  possibilities  of  getting  a  colony  of 
Lapps  to  move  to  Alaska  and  remain  there,  I  think  this  can  indeed 
be  accomplished,  but  many  difficulties  are  connected  with  such  an 
enterprise,  ospeciall;  the  transportation  of  their  herds*  I  do  not 
think  however,  the  attempt  can  bo  carried  out,  before  the  Lapps  now 
in  Alaska,  or  some  of  th,en  — -  have  returned  to  Lapland  with  a  sat¬ 
isfactory  result  of  their  journey  and  also  with  a  satisfactory  ac¬ 
count  of  Alaska  and  its  future  as  a  reindeer  country.  The  Lapland¬ 
ers  are  cautious  people  and  will  not  easily  bo  persuaded  to  a  new

The  question  of  the  immigration  of  the  Laplanders  has  for 


many  years  been  of  interest

is  to  be  taken  into  account,  America  must  become  the  future  home 
of  the  Laplanders  as  well  all  other  Europeans.

the  Mountains  of  Southern  Norway  and  Sweden,  but  only  a  limited 
number  c an  there  find  pasture  for  their  herds,  as  all  the  valleys 
a.r e  occupied  by  peasant®  who  use  the  land  for  agricultural  purposes 
and  are  greatly  opposed  to  the  coming  of  the  Laps;  the  farmers  have 
already  given  many  complaints  concerning  the  destruction  of  their 
fields  and  meadows  ny  the  reindeer.  To  Russia  the  Laplanders  can, 
.usd  will  not  cone.  Southern  Europe  is  not  favorable  for  the  pro- 
reindeer*  Iceland  and  Greenland  could  probablj 
some,  out  the  possibility  to  defray  more  than  the  necessary  expens¬ 
es  is  very  slight,  as  there  is  hardly  a  market  for  their  produce. 
The  American  Continent  alone  remains.  The  U.  rj.  have  Alaska,  and 
Canada  has  its  whole  northern  extent,  fro  a  the  \t  lan  tic  to  the  ?:- 
cific,  to  offer.

There  arc  now  in  Alaska  some  of  the  most  popular  people  of 
Lapland,  ancl  the  opinion  expressed  by  then  upon  their  return  to 
Lapland  will  be  the  first,  last  and  only  metre  by  which  all  Lap¬ 
landers  will  build  their  future  on  as  far  as  Alaska  is  concerned. 

If  the  Laps  are  kept  at  those  northern  stations  in  Alaska  until  the 
expiration  of  their  contracts,  and  sent  directly  hone,  I  am  con-

vincecl  of  the  fact  that  all  prospects  for  the  formation  of  Lapland¬ 
er  colonies  in  Alaska  will  be  in  vain,  except  started  anew  by  hired

I  shill  not  here  express  the  minor  reasons  which  lead  me  to 
such  a  conviction,  and  they  would,  besides  be  of  no  consequence  to 
the  matter  in  hand.  I  wish  to  say, however  that  the  stretches  of 
land  north  of  Norton  Sound  will  not  be  settled  by  Laplanders  before 
some  colonies  farther  south  have  succeeded,  developed  and  send 
t h oi r  d esc  on d an t  s  th ere. 

With  respect  to  the  transportation  of  reindeer  from  Lapland, 

I  think  it  possible  that  whole  herds  c fin  be  brought  over,  but  it

transport ed. 


If  sufficient  reindeer  could  be  bought  in  Siberia,  I  think  i 


would  be  a  better  plan  to  let  the  participants  of  the  colony  sell 


their  herds  in  Lapland,  take  the  money  along  and  buy  deer  in  Alaska, 
but  in  such  case  the  Government  must  agree  to  sell  a  certain  number 


of  deer  at  a  stated  rate  to  the  colonists  on  or  after  their  arrival

As  the  number  of  miners,  traders  and  other  civilised  people 
coming  to  Alaska  is  constantly  increasing  every  year,  the  means  of 
transportation  will  necessarily  have  to  be  increased,  and  the  Laps 
will  thereby  be  enabled  to  earn  some, beside  their  herd. 

It  will  be  necessary,  doubtless,  in  the  near  future,  that  the 
wf.  establish  a  postal  oonsnunioation  wit!  ,  and  in  Alaska, 

In  Mat  country  tne  mu.il  mot  be  carried  overland  the  r outer  par t 
of  the  year ,  and  the  reindeer  arc  the  most,  if  not  the  only— suita¬ 
ble  animal  for  mail  transport.

Colony  and  the  transportation  of  the  mail  were  considered  with  res-

riers  within  a  certain  district. 

All  possible  measures  must  be  taken  to  secure  for  the  colonist 
as  much  extra  earnings  as  possible,  in  order  that  they  nay  not  be 
compelled  to  depend,  on  their  herds  for  the  necessaries  for  the  first 

years. 

It  is  my  opinion,  that  you  should  not  let  the  Laps,  at  present 
in  the  country,  depart  before  they  are  favorably  inclined  to  colo¬ 
nization.

It  car  however  be  secured  by  showing  the  best  of  Alaska  to  then. 

The  principal  cause  of  the  Laplanders'  dissatisfaction  with  the 
present  regime  I  have  already  touched  upon  in  my  report. 

It  is  not  easy  beforehand  to  state  how  many  Laplanders  could 
be  obtained,  or  induced  to  settle  in  Alaska;  but  quite  a  number 
could  be  secured,  if  there  was  something  definite  to  offer  then  in

schools  must  be  established  and  other  socially  binding  institutions* 
The  colony  must-be  formed  with  the  greatest  prudence  and  foresight, 
that  there  may  bo  no  opposing  powers  within  the  colony,  which  often 
is  found  among  the  Laplanders. 

A  skillful  choice  of  participants  will  in  a  groat  measure  de- 
rraine  f  b  success  of  the  colony.
